TEST OF DIRECTORS' LIABILITY LAW. 

Conference of Reformers and District Attorney 
Wysong May Result in Court Action. 

New York. July 2. — District Attorney Charles 
N. Wysong of Niisau County was closeted yester- 
day for several hours with Ihe Rev. William Slieafo 
Chase. Samuel M.-ucus and Superintendent Bartxnn. 
all of the Society for the Prevention of Crime. 
The object of the v ii-.it of these persons t i Minimi. i 
was to present to the District Attorney a mass 
of so-called evidence to show that gambling was 
going on at the faces at Belmont Park. It was 
urged that the District Attorney should take actl ui 
against tlie directors of the track, tinder the Di- 
rectors’ Liability law. This would mean that one 
of the directors of tin- Westchester Racing As- 
sociation would la- arrested and held tinder the 
charge. The burden would then lie upon the 
shoulders of tlie District Attorney to prove that 
Section 972 of the Penal Law had lieeu broken. 
This section is iu two parts. No. 1 reads -"The 
offense of being an officer of an association ‘who 
keeps' an enclosure used for gambling." No. 2 
— "Tlie offense of t icing an agent who knowingly 
lets or permits the same to he used." 

Wliot her this law is constitutional or not lias 
never la-en tested. It became operative on S--p 
tcmlier 1. Hilo. In ihe Paul Shane case, although 
t lie question of directors' liability was not before 
the court, so far as the charge against Shane was 
concerned. Justice Sctnlder, iu Ids remarks, said: 

"While ignorance of the law is iu general no 
defense, the maxim is not true where tin- actual 
-riininal intent is an essential element of tin 
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Mr. Marcus is quoted as follows: "Our mulct- 
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Mr. Wysong made the following slateuieiit : "1 
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ilenee which I will go over carefully: we have 
also gone into the situation thoroughly and dis 
cussed it from every standpoint. I do not think 
there is anything in relation to the gambling 
that wo have not talked about. Wbeu I have 
gone over tin- matter as they have submitted it 
to me, if I think the evidence so submitted justifies 
it, I will proceed under the directors' liability law. 
but if the evidence is to my mind insufficient I will 
ask the society to secure that which is necessary. 
I think that il will require about lift ecu witnesses 
according to the testimony submitted.” 

Canon Chase was at Belmont Park on Sating* ay 
last with five detectives from tlie McCIcnnnu Pc 
tective Agency, lint no one could lie found who had 
made a bet with any of the detectives. The Canon 
was again at the track on Monday, but was not 
accompanied by the detectives. There was no 
open betting and no one could make a wager of 
any size unless lie was well known. 

Word was received from Albany that Gov. Sttlr.er 
has no intention of recommending to the extra ses- 
sion of the Legislature amendments to race-track 
gambling laws such as suggested by Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Wysong. The Governor is empbatic 
in his declaration (hat no more legislation is m- 
eessary and that gambling on the racetracks could 
la- stopped if tlie present laws were fully en- 
forced.

Carries R. T. Wilson’s Colors to Victory in Belmont 
Park Stake — Besom Also Wins Stake. 



New Y’ork, July 2. — Although light fields went 
to the post in the six races decided al Belmont Park 
Ihis afternoon, the s|xn-t was interesting, as each 
race was hotly contested, with several close finishes. 
There were two feature races down for decision 
and - It. T. Wilson captured the chief one. whieit was 
the Independence Steeplechase Handicap, with his 
crack jumper Penobscot, while the Norwood Selling 
Stakes went to P. S. P. Randolph's good sprinter, 
Besom. 

Only five faced the starter iu the steeplechase 
and at no time was there any doubt as to who 
would be the winner. Wolke. who had the mount 
on Penobscot, was forced to keep his mount under 
a choking pull front tlie start and could have gone 
to the front at any time lx* wished. But Wolke 
xvns con tent to let Jim Hanson set the pace until 
just before the last jump hail In-cn cleared, when 
lie moved into the lead with Penobscot, which won, 
hard hold, by three lengths from L. Navarre. The 
raw had a net value of $1,709. For some unex- 
plained reason. Keiliif ruled n slight favorite over 
I'enoliscot. lint although In- showed a Hash of speed 
on the backstreteh. lie was never really dangerous 
and was last to finish. 

The tabled history of the Independence Steeple- 
chase. which was a Sheepsliead Bay fixture, is as 
follows:

Besom was installed favorite for the Norwxxl, 
as he seemed to lie liest after Azyiade had been with- 
drawn. and while he led from start to finish and 
won. it was a fluky kind of a victory. He was 
all out to In-ill Ella Bryson. After Rightmirc. the 
rider of Kiln Bryson, had made his weight, he 
lodged a claim of foul, but il was not allowed by 
the stewards. Besom led in the clear to within a 
quarter of a mile from home, when he Itegan to 
grow leg weary, and when he did he started to 
l«-ar over from the middle of the track to the outer 
edge. While it did not look as if hi- had interfered 
with any of the others except Genesta, Ella Bry- 
son and Palanquin lxitli were bothered. The latter 
was coming through on the outside rail like a streak 
and although he never did get clear sailing he was a 
good third. Genesta was also closing fast at the 
time that she was sharply cut off and there were 
many who were inclined to believe that she would 
have won hut for being forced to pull up. 

The handicap at one mile saw the llallenbeek 
colors in front for the first time during the meet- 
ing when Hedge won. She ran a race of the sensa- 
tional kind. In entering tlx- stretch she was abso- 
lutely last and few dared to believe thill she had a 
possible chance. 

Bui once she began to move up, she showed 
dazzling speed and. notwithstanding the- fact that 
she was humped several times by Reybonrn while 
working her way to the front in' the final furlong, 
she won by three parts of a length. Guy Fisher 
also showed keen speed in the stretch racing. Nearly 
last to enter the stretch, lie finished a good second. 
In addition to humping Hedge. Reybonrn was guilty 
of putting Yankee Notions on the fence three-six- 
teenths from the finish and the colt was knocked 
out of the running. At tlie time he was well up 
with the others and had a winning chance. His 
rider, Karriek. lodged a claim of foul, which was 
allowed by the stewards, who disqualified Reybonrn 
from third place and gave that position to .Taw- 
lame. Iu addition Ford, who rode Keyboard, was 
suspended for the rest of the meeting for rough rid 
ing. 

John E. Madden won the opening dash with Tin- 
Spirit, which showed quite an improvement over 
her previous effort, but Albert Simons made him pay 
more than the amount of the purse to retain her. 
The Spirit, which was caterer: to be sold for $<>00. 
was bid up to twice that amount, by Simons, but 
Madden bid Ibe customary $5 and retained her at 
$1,205. 

Trauid, the two-year-old filly which brought top 
price at the Kohler sale last Saturday, and was 
then resold to Schuyler L. Parsons for a price 
saiil to l><- $9,000, worked five furlongs iu 1:01, 
easily, this afternoon. 

James Rowe, trainer for the Whitney stable, 
does not take kindly to the fact that few believe 
Whisk Broom II ran one mile and a quarter in 
2:00 when he won tlie Suburban Haudicap on Sat- 
urday last. Rowe is strongly of the opinion that 
Timer W. 11. Barret to was correct, iu timing the 
race. Rowe, who as a rule has little to say. 
iu a conversation with Starter Jim Milton today 
declared that Whisk Broom II is entitled to the 
record without any question, ns he himself timed 
him iu 2:00%.

FAMOUS ENGLISH TRAINER DIES. 

George Dawson, eldest son of John Dawson, and, 
like his father, in the front rank of English train- 
ers. died of paralysis at Newmarket, Saturday. June 
12. Concerning some features of iiis career, Isiudon 
Sportsman saiil: 

"He was identified with the victories of many 
good horses belonging to the Duke of Portland, for 
whom lie put up a remarkable record. Located at 
tlie famous Heath House, lie for thirteen years up- 
held the traditions of the place where his uncle. 
Matthew Dawson, had in earlier years trained a 
host of classic and other winners. In 1**9. George 
Dawson's first year at Heath House, sixteen horses 
won a total of $53,245 between them. Melton (then 
four years ohli, Arcadian and Pearl Diver being Ihe 
biggest winners, the first and last named the prop- 
erty of Lonl Hastings. The following year Ayr- 
shire accounted for a large amount iu stake money, 
and the following season won the Two Thousand 
Guineas and Derby, of nearly $50,000 in value, but 
Ids pecuniary exploits were put in the shade by 
Donovan, which won over $80,000 iu stakes. A 
memorable season was that of 1889. when the stable 
winnings amounted to no less than $292,190, of 
which Donovan’s share was $192,225 (including fh» 
Derby. St. I.eger and other important rarest, while 
Ayrshire won over $100,000 and Semolina $49,420. 
In lS9o Memoir won the Oaks and St. Leger. con 
triliuting largely to another remarkable .war for 
Heath House. In 1*91 tlie winnings of tlie stable 
showed a considerable drop, hut another good time 
came iu 1892. when such horses as Raeburn. Tie- 
Prize. inferno and Mrs. Butterwiek were the most 
important winners, and the following season was 
notable for the success of Mrs. Butterwiek in the 
Oaks and tlie sensational defeat of Isinglass by 
Raeburn in the Lancashire Plate, the total of stake 
money now l«-ing $112,085. A gixxl year was 1*94. 
when Amiable carried off the tine Thousand Guineas 
and Oaks for the Duke of Portland, and Grey Leg 
won the City and Suburban for the Puke of West- 
minster. In later seasons His Reverence, Lady 
Frivoles and Smean were gixxl winners trained hr 
Dawson. Altogether Dawson trained two winners 
of the Derby, three of the Oaks, two of the St. 
I.eger. one of the Two Thousand Guineas and two of 
the one Thousand Guineas, lx-sides the winners of 
such valuable races it' the Eclipse Slakes, the New 
market Stakes ( twice i ami Prince of Wales Stakes 
at Ascot, and among handicaps can be named the 
City and Suburban, Portland Plate at Doncaster. 
Great Eastern Railway Handicap at Newmarket and 
a host of minor events. Dawson trained at Heath 
House up till the end of 1898. when the Duke of 
Port land. Iiis chief employer, deeiilixl lo remove iiis 
horses from Newmarket to Kingselere. ami Ids ten- 
ancy of the famous place came to a close. He re- 
commenced training iu 11M»|, inn Hie remarkable 
success that had attended iiis earlier operations did 
not continue. Dawson was 59 years of age and 
leaves a widow, but uo family.”
